“‘He has been led astray by the de- 
lusion of grandeur and by the Hin- 
denburg-Ludendorff gang, but he’s a 
pretty good old soul underneath,” is 
the sentiment. 

The Americans are _ especially 
pleased that the matter of settling 
terms for an armistice is placed 
squarety in the hands of the army 
leaders. 

President Wilson’s message was 
communicated unusually quickly by 
airplanes, which dropped copies over 
our front lines. It is certain also 
that the German troops opposite will 
be reading it.
